REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR L 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination imder 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 

has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on September 4, 2009 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amendments to 
the claims, filed September 4, 2009, amends claim 1 to now recite that the estimating unit 
determines a secular change amount of tlie endoscope by adding a first secular change amount 
based on only the use time and a second secular change amount based on only the number of use 
times. The closest prior art of record, Enomoto et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,830,121), disclose separately 
calculating a secular change based on use time and a secular change based on the number of 
times used, even though they can be calculated at the same time. Enomoto et al. does not 
disclose that the estimating unit adds these parameters together to determine a secular change in 
the endoscope. The Examiner takes the position that it would not obviously occur to the skilled 
artisan that adding these different parameters together would provide a meaningful result since 
both parameters (i.e., use time and number of times used) in Enomoto et al. have their own 
individual thresholds to which they are compared. Since claims 10-13 have been similarly 
amended, and no other references on record explicitly teach or fairly suggest, alone or in 
combination, the limitations as described above, independent claims 1 and 10-13 are allowable.
